1 — Monitoring Council — next meeting is 11/28. The meeting will be focused on
strategic planning discussions, identify key representatives that the counsel could
benefit. 34 North will be sharing the Estuary Portal. The Wetland Monitoring
Workgroup is looking for a sustainable funding source for their tools, such as
EcoAtlas.

2.a. - Portal Development — formed to move the portal efforts forward, working with
34North, providing content, and commenting on look, feel, and connectivity of the
portal.

2.b. — Water Q&Q — working to get TMDL content updated by State Board, review
old content and determining what descriptive content could be moved to or updated
for the new portal. Would like to provide a link to TMDL updates, but this is currently
under development.

2.c. — Living Resources — subcommittee has not met, but members have been
looking at the old content to determine what should be moved to the new portal.

2.d. — Strategic Planning — determine goal and purpose, and identify key
stakeholder’s. Determined that clearly defining the CEMW'’s Scope was the most
important first step, developing workgroup factsheets to convey key information to
stakeholders and potential partners.

3. — A new version Bay Delta Live will be released in December, which will include a
lot of fisheries updates. RMP data visualization tools to be added to the Sacramento
River Watershed (SRW) portal. SRW portal working in Battle Creek to conduct EPA
watershed assessment with Water Board and working with Sierra Nevada
Conservancy, USFS, USFWS, CAFWL for landscape level assessments for forest
restoration with impacts on water quality.

Kris Jones will has received a promotion, and is looking for volunteers for
leadership opportunities within the CEMW, including subcommittees and other
workgroup duties. If anyone is interested in any leadership opportunities in any
subcommittees, please contact Kris Jones.

At the September 13 CEMW meeting, Vanessa Tobias form the IEP Data Utilization
Workgroup (DUWG) talked about using the data readiness assessment approach to
be more strategic in the council’s outreach. Kris Jones updated the CEMW on these
efforts, and indicated the he would be presenting at the January, IEP Science
Management Team (SMT) meeting to seek approval and feedback for working with
IEP and SMT toward these goals.

Kris Jones also discussed the relationship with other efforts such as Bay Delta Live
— how do we want to work with them and collaborate with them moving forward?
Clear explanation of each portal’s role and data sets is needed. It was mentioned
that the Estuaries Portal’s strength is that it provides contex and is curated. The
group agreed that it needs to clearly articulate (e.g., on the portals and outreach
material) the scope of the Workgroup, including what different areas are covered,
as well as different data types, and clarify the relative roles of the different efforts.
